•which  he  Mhall  record  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  to  forward  copies  of  the  same,  when 
printed,  to  each  niomber  of  the  Hoard  and  to  their  Hevural  representatives  authorized  to  receive  the 
same.  He  shall  also  collect  all  assessments,  fees  and  tines  and  promptly  deposit  the  saiae  with  the 
Honorary  Treasurer,  taking  the  latter's  receipt  therefor,  inspect  risks,  and  generally  faithfuliy  pcrtorm 
and  fullil  all  and  singular  the  duties  appertaining  to  a  position  of  this  nature. 

('■)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tiio  Honorary  Treasurer  to  ri!ceivo  all  moneys  on  account  ot  the  I'oard, 
«nd  to  pay  out  the  same  only  on  cheriuo  or  order  signed  on  bohaU  of  the  Board  by  its  I'ri'sident  (or  in 
the  absence  of  the  President  by  the  Vioe-Prcsident)  and  countcrsigneil  l)y  the  Secretary  ;  and  said 
Honorary  Treanirer  shall  render  an  account  for  each  calendar  year,  as  soon  after  the  close  thereof  as 
poHsib'o,  duly  certified  to  by  the  two  Auditors  hereinafter  provided. 

Membera. 

ShCTio.v  3. — Any  Fire  Insurance  Company  authorized  to  do  business  in  Nova  Scotia  may  become 
a  member  of  this  Board,  u|)on  application  in  writing,  to  its  Secretary,  and  receiving  a  majority  of  votes 
cast  at  any  mooting  thereof,  and  upon  signing  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  .Said  company  may  bo 
represented  at  all  meetings  of  this  Board  by  the  Agent  personally,  or  in  hi.s  absence  by  a  res|)onsible 
•deputy  duly  accredited. 

In  the  case  of  a  Company  newly  commencing  business  in  the  Province  (other  than  by  taking  over 
en  bloc  tht  business  of  a  retiring  member  of  this  Boord)  or  one  not  heretofore  a  member  of  the  Board, 
an  entrance  fee  of  $25.00  must  la  paid. 

Rating   Committee. 

Section  4. — (a)  Tliere  shall  be  a  Rating  Committee,  composed  of  three  Agents  representing 
Companies  members  of  the  Board,  all  of  whom  shall  retire  each  month  and  be  replaced  by  other 
Agents,  according  to  a  roll  arranged  alphabetically  to  bo  prepared  by  the  Secretary  at  the  beginning  of 
-each  bub.ness  year.  The  Secretary  shall  be  ex-oficio  a  member  of  this  Committee.  Two  Agents  with 
the  Secretary  shall  constitute  a  quorum.

Breachea   of  the   Tariff. 

SECtros  7. — All  alleged  breaches  cf  the  Hoard's  rates  or  regulations  shall  be  brought  before  a 
general  meeting  of  the  Hoard  to  be  dealt  with  as  liereinafter  provided. 

Halifax  Agent    Keaponaible   for   Violations. 

Section  8. — In  the  case  of  Companies  having  Agencies  over  tho  rrovinco  reporting  to  an  outside 
contrc,  tho  Halifax  Agent  shall  he  responsible  in  all  cases  of  alleged  violation  of  Rules  or  Kates,  and 
shall  be  furnished  promptly  by  his  Head  Office  with  any  information  respecting  their  business  in  tho 
Province  outside  his  Ag"ncy  wnicli  may  bo  called  for  umlcr  the  Rules.  The  Halifax  representative  of 
any  member  under  accusation  shall  ho  furnished  with  the  particulars  of  the  charges  at  least  one  week 
before  the  meeting  at  which  tlie  charges  are  to  be  considered.  Tho  Halifax  member  shall  be  cited  to 
appear  before  the  Hoard  at  which  such  charges  are  to  bo  coiisldered. 

Authority   of   Board   to   Inveatlcate   Complaint*. 

Section  9. — The  Board  shall  investigiite  every  complaint  laid  before  it  in  writing  ;  and  it  is 
authorized  to  demand  a  full  explanation,  also  in  writing,  from  the  Halifax  Agent  of  tho  Company  which 
is  charged  with  an  infringnicut  of  the  Constitution,  Hy-Laws,  Rules  or  Taritrs  ;  and,  in  the  event  of 
conflicting  or  contradictory  statements,  it  may  demand  the  inspection  of  the  member's  (or  its  Agent's) 
books  by  the  Board,  or  any  one  appointed  by  them  for  this  purpose  ;  and  in  the  latter  cose  he  shall 
report  thereon  in  ^vriting  to  the  Board  at  the  first  meeting  thereof  after  such  investigation  has  been  held. 

Refusal   to   Furnish    Information. 

Sbction  10. — Should  the  Halifax  representative  of  any  member  under  accusation,  refuse  to 
furnish  information,  or  in  any  way  set  the  authority  of  the  Bo»rd  at  naught,  a  statement  of  the  facts 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Head  Office  of  the  Company  concerned,  and  a  copy  thereof  be  enclosed  to  the 
party  himself  at  least  four  days  previous  to  the  aforesaid  statement  being  sent  to  the  Head  Office.

2. — Mekchandihb  oil  jIovkabik  Pkoi-eiity,  not  otherwHo  ])ri)vided  for,  shall  not  be  insured  at 
a  lesfl  rate  than  one  and  n-haif  per  cent.  (li%)  per  annum. 

3. — Xo  dwelling  in  Nova  Scoti.t,  outside  of  the  City  of  Halifax,  shall  be  rated  below  one-half  per 
cent,  per  annum. 

4. — All  Insurance  fob  a  (Ireateb  Tekm  than  One  Veah  shall  be  charged  according  to  the 
annual  rate,  unle.ss  otherwise  specifically  provided,  (for  instance,  a  risk  for  three  years  shall  be  charged 
three  annual  rates  without  discount.) 

5. — Academies,  Alms  Houses,  Colleges,  Court  Houses  (without  Jails),  Hospitals  (other  than  Insane 
Ayslunis),  Seminaries,  Nunneries,  Convents,  School  Houses,  Churches,  Meeting  Houses,  Odd  Fellows, 
Temperance,  and  Masonic  Halls  without  .scenery.  Dwellings,  and  Fire  Halls  also  occupied  as  dwellings, 
whether  specifically  rated  or  not,  may  be  taken  for  a  term  of  three  years  at  twice  the  rate  named  for  a 
single  year.  Private  Boarding  Houses  can.iot  be  insured  for  three  years  unless  three  annual  premiums 
are  charged. 

Boarding  Houses  in  the  City  of  Halifax,  not  commercially  exposed  and  not  having  accommodation 
for  more  than  ten  boarders,  shall  be  rated  as  private  dwellings  ;  when  over  ten  boarders  to  be  specifically 
rated  as  boarding  houses. 

6. — MouTOAOE  Clause.  If  t.he  Mortgage  Clause  as  asked  for  by  the  Birkbeck  Investment  Co.,  or 
any  other  similar  mortgago  •^lanse  covering  in  whole  or  in  [lart  real  property,  be  attached  to  any  policy 
or  policies,  a  charge  of  25  cents  per  $100,  must  in  all  cases  of  annual  policies  be  imposed  and  collected 
in  addition  to  the  ordinary  rate  of  premium.

16. — Reduction  of  Rates.  When  Rates  in  any  town  have  been  reduced  by  this  Board,  by  reoson 
of  improvements  in  facilities  for  extinguishing  fires,  or  otherwise,  such  reduction  shall  not  be  granted 
on  any  existing  Policie.s,  until  the  same  mature  and  be  renewed  ;  and  no  cancellation  shall  be  made  for 
the  purpose  of  re-writing  a  risk  at  the  reduced  rate. 

17. — Dynamo  or  Motor  Clause.  When  a  Board  Company  is  asked  to  cover  any  dynamos  or 
motors,  the  following  clause  shall  be  used: 

"  This  insurance  excludes  any  loss  or  damage  to  Dynamos,  Exciters,  Lamps,  Switches,  Motors,  or  any 
other  Electrical  Appliances  or  Devices  such  as  may  be  caused  by  Electrical  Currents,  artificial  or  natural, 
and  will  be  liable  only  for  such  loss  or  damage  to  them  as  may  occur  in  consequence  of  fire  originating 
outside  of  the  machines  themselves. 

It  is  agreed  that  in  case  of  fire  or  when  Dynamos  are  not  in  use,  that  each  Dynamo  shall  be  carefully 
covered  with  a  waterproof  cover.''

21. — Merchnndise  on  Wharvc.a,  if  within  50  feet  of  any  range  of  building.^,  shall  he  rated  the  same 
as  the  nearest  building,  subject  nevertheless  to  a  reduct'on  of  33J  per  cent ,  but  in  no  case  to  be  lower 
than  1  per  cent.  Merchandise  on  wharves,  excepting  kerosene  oil,  or  such  other 
goods  as  are  specifically  rated,  50  feet  or  upwards  from  any  building,  to  be  rated  not  less  than  1  per 
cent.

24. — Store  and  Dwelling. — An  employee  or  caretaker  sleeping  on  the  premises  occupied  a.^  a 
store  does  not  constitute  a  dwelling  occupancy. 

25. —  Carpenter's  License   may  be   granted  without   extra  charge — 
(a)  for  a  term  not  exceeding  fifteen  days  in  any  single  year  ; 

(6).   For  ordinary  repairs  and  alterations  on  all  manufacturing  risks  requiring  more  than 
825,000  insurance. 


26. — Silent  Mills  and  Factories. 
their  contents  when  same  are  silent. 


-No  reduction  in  rates  shall  be  made  on  Mills  and  Factories  or 


27. — Competition  with  outside  Companies  is  peimittrd  in  the  cass  of  isolated  three-year  risks 
and  in  certain  specified  cases,  at  will,  subject  only  to  immediate  notice  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
who  shall  enter  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  e.  (j.  : 

(a)  Private  Dwellings  in  the  City  of  Halifax,  outside  of    the  district  in    which  the 

writing  of  three  years'  Policies  at  two  annual  rates  is  prohibited. 

(b)  Private  Dwellings  detached  25  feet  and  upwards,  and  in  such  districts  as  have,  or 

may  be,  determined  upon,  in  the  towns  and  villages  of  Yarmouth,  New  Glasgow, 
PictoM,    Lunenburg,    Ihidgotown,    Truro,    Wolfville,    Windsor,    North    Sydney, 
Ken'.ville,  I'artmouth  and  Middleton.

RESPECTING  THE  POSSESSION  AND  STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  AND  NAPTHA. 


Noticcc  is  Iieroliy  j;ivon  that  Viy  Ortlcr-inCoiUH'il  of  tlio  27tl»  M;iy,  18H0,  ami  under  tlio  provision 
of  the  Act  43  Vic,  (.'imiiter  21,  I'lititlod,  "The  IVtroUnitn  IiisiMictiou  Act,  18S0,"  lli.s  Kxcullcuu'y  the 
(lOvernor-Oeneriil  has  l)ppn  pleaKcd  to  approve  of  the  following  regulations  for  the  possession  and 
storage  of  Petroleum  and  Naiitlm  : — 

lo. — In  cities  and  towns  where  there  are  municipal  laws  or  regulations  respecting  tlie  storage  of 
petroleum  and  the  jiroduct  thereof,  Petroleum  and  Naptha,  which  have  been  inspecteil,  as  required  by  the 
said  Act,  anil  the  inspection  fees  paid,  may  bo  stored  in  any  building  or  place  which  is  in  conformity 
with  the  municipal  regulations  in  that  behalf. 

2o. — In  cities  and  towns  where  there  are  no  such  municipal  laws  or  regulations,  .md  in  villages 
and  jilaces  other  than  cities  and  towns,  Petroleum  and  Na[)tlia,  if  in  any  (piantities  (ixceeding  two 
barrels  of  retined  Petroleum,  or  ti^n  gallons  of  Naptha,  shall  be  stored  only  in  isolated  liuildings  or 
premises  which  are  at  least  100  yards  distant  from  the  next  nearest  building  not  owned  or  in  the 
occupation  of  the  person  to  whom  the  petroleum  or  naptha  belongs  ;  Provided  always,  that  a  license  to 
have  in  possession  and  to  store  naptha  shall  in  each  case  have  been  previously  obtained  from  the  Inland 
Revenue  Deiiartment ;  and  every  such  license  shall  be  conditioned  that  such  naptha  shall  only  be  sold 
for  use  or  used  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  Act  above  cited,  namely  ; — 

1.  For  use  for  illuminating  purposes — 

(a)  In  street  lamps,  in  which  only  the  vapor  is  burned. 

(b)  In  dwellings,  factories,  and  other  places  of  business  when  vapoiized  in  secure  underground 
tanks  o\itside  the  building  in  which  the  vapor  so  generated  is  used  for  lighting. 

2.  For  use  for  mechanical  or  chemical  purposes  in  buildings  not  inhabited  as  a  residence  for 
family  purposes.

44  VICrORIA,  CHAPTER  23. 


EXTRACT   FROM  AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  PETROLEUM  INSPECTION  ACT,   i88o. 


[Assented  to  21  st  March,  1881.] 
"  II.  Tlio  Oovcriior-in-Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  regulations  respecting  the 
storage  and  possession  of  petroleum  and  naptlia  as  hu  may  deem  necessary  for  the  public  safety — special 
regulations  being  made  as  to  the  importation  or  possession  of  naptha  ;  and  no  person  shall  have  in  his 
possession  any  such  article  without  having  first  obtained  a  permit  to  that  effect  from  the  Minister  of 
Inland  Revenue,  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  may  bo  made  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Governor-in  Council,  for  the  storage  and  jiossession  of  such  octicles  ;  and  such  permit  must  be  produced 
to  the  projier  oflicer  of  the  Customs  before  the  importation  of  any  such  articles  above-mentioned  shall 
be  permitted. 

*'  2.  Any  person  who  shall  keep  or  store  any  petroleum  or  n^pthu,  in  respect  of  which  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  or  the  provi.«ion8  of  any  order  of  the  Governor-in-Council,  or  of  any  Department 
regulations  made  by  authority  of  this  Act,  have  not  been  complied  with,  shall  be  guilty  of  ai»  oflence 
against  this  Act,  and  for  every  such  oflence  incur  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  for  any  second  or 
subsequent  offence  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  and  the  petroleum  or  naptha  so  illegally  imported,  stored, 
or  kept,  shall  be  seized  by  any  Revenue  Officer  or  inspector  having  a  knowledge  thereof  and  forfeited 
to  Her  Majesty." 

The  Act  43  Victoria,  chapter  21,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

"  I.  The  following  words  when  usf-d  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  herein  montionod,  that  is 
to  say  : —

In  the 
latter  case,  where  there  is  a  probability  of  salvage  on  removal,  the  rate  may  be  the  same  or  even  less  than  that 
fixed  for  the  building.
